agreements involved.” 

The Court ‘of Appeals “Wd 
not meation either the mutual 
securlty treaty between the 
United States and Japan or the 
cpecutive aigreement, Instead 
it pointed to principles of 
international law under which 
cach nation fag: jurisdiction of 
the offences committed within 
Its territory. 

It added, however, that dis- 
cussions of courts in carlier 
cases suggested that these prin- 
ciples do not apply to members 
of the armed force.

In that case Britain and the 
free world owe un great debt to 
France that has never been 
acknowledged, For neither In 
the Churchill memoirs nor in 
the oMeial war history fs any 
such major contribution by the 
French reported.

the greater part of the Tour so 
far, Walkowiak, Stah Ookers 
(Belgium) ond Jan Nolten 
(Holland). . 


After doing most of the work, 
Nolten fell back with o puncture 
at 131 kilometres and other 
escapees from the main pack 
passed him to join the leaders, 

Thirteen riders were bu 
together before the final sprint.

Louls Caput (West France) .and 
Daan De Groot (Holland)

DANGERS IN. SITTING STIL 


By W. W. BAUER, M.D. 


OMESPUN philosophers 

have sung the praises 
of being able, at times, to 
sit and think, and some- 
times, just sit. Now comes 
a disturbing medical ob- 
servation to the effect that 
just sitting—too long at a 
time—can be dangerous, In 
the Abbott publication 
What’s News?, some in- 
stances are detailed, 


During heavy bombing attacks 
on London jn World War HL, 
there was noted a considerable 
rise in deaths from pulmonary 
(lung) embolism, This consists 
af a clot lodging in the lungs, 
where It may bo quickly fatal. 
Such clots come from veins In 
other parts of the body in which 
there arc Inflammatory reactions 
duo to Infection, or sometimes 
to healing after wounds of 
operations.

For Swimming Honours ©

Half a dozen teenage Dutch girls will carry Holland’sy hopes for top honours 
to Melbourne for the coming Olympic Games. 
They are all swimmers, ranging in age from 14 to 18, and many of them are 


already holders of world records. 


The Dutch hope that these young swimmers will 


be able to carry off at Jeast three gold medals and as many silver and bronze awards. 


On their present form and the 
tlmes they have been putting 
up, this hope may well be 
realised, 

Holland at present holds elght 
women's world swimming — re- 
cords, five of which have been 
set up by Dutch teenagers in 
the last year, 

The most famous of them is 
18-year-old Cocky Gastelaar's 
world best of one minute four 
seconds for the 100 Metres Free 
Style, Last March she astouni- 
ed the swimming world py 
shattering in one minute 4.2 
seconds the 20-year-old record 
held by her compatriot = Willy 
den Quden. A month later she 
clipped 0.2 of a second off her 
own record. 


FIERCE COMPETITION 


Yet such is 4he strength = of 
the Dutch team that many cx- 
perts here did not include Miss 
Gastclaars among the three 
Olympic gold -medalists they: 
hope for, Competition in the 100 
Metres Free Style Is so fierce, 
particularly from Australia and 
the United States, ‘that they 
fear she may be beaten into 
second or third place.
